He can make
f good menl off the flesh and skin of
the walrus, provision so hard nnd grit
ty that in cutting up the animnl the
koife must be continually sharpened,

The teeth of a little Eskimo child
will, It s sald by those who know,
meet In a bit of walrus skin an the
teeth of ane of our own children would
meel In the flesh of an apple. although
the hide of the walrus Is from half an
Ineh to an Inch In thickness and bears
consldernble resemblance to the hide
of an elephant.

WELL ENDOWED BY NATURE

Mountain Goat Thoroughly Equipped
for Life In High Altitudes Amid
Bnow and Rocks,

“The mountaln goat I8 equally at
home on rock, lee, snow or moesdow,
and It lves In bands of two to twonty,”
says Dr. Willlam T. Hornaday, writing
of “The Rocky Mountain Goat at
Home.” In Boyw' Life. “lts hig black
hoofs have chisel edgoes for lce and &
center of rubber cushion fyr stippery
rock. In steep cllmbing the front of
the hoof digs In llke a garden trowel,
and I golng down steep places the
roar dewdaws make wondorfully efMec
tive brakes, The heavy coat of fine
and dense white wool I8 lmpervious to
dry euld, but the wet and cold ralns of
New York winters quickly put moun
taln goats down and out. In the East
they must be sheltered from all cold
ralns, or they contract pneumaonia and
dia. Of dry cold they can endure any

amount,

“In the matter of food, wo must say
that the goat Is herblvorons, and ex-
plain thiat It feeds on & groat varlety
of mountain plants, aceording to sen-
son. Om the summits they find very
little real grass, but they find pul.
satilla and other gueer pasture plants
that are lterally *‘Just as good' In the
spring they feed on the wild onlons
that grow abundantly In thelr bome
pastures, which tmparts to thelr flesh
A strong onlon Bavor.”

Deportation of “undesirables™ 1s not
an Innovation in this country. The
Pllgrim Fathers, confronted with the
problem of dealing with malcontents
nmong them, shipped the disgruntled
onos oversean, CGovernor Bradford's
story of the Plymouth colony shows
how things were done In those days.

According to Brudford's story the
“rede” In the Plymouth eolony were
represented by John Liford and John
DMidham, who consplred together, bhoth
ngninset the chureh and the govery:
ment of the colony, endeavoring to eh-
tiee others with them, Oldham re
fused duty when ealled upon by Cap
taln Btandish, wherecupon it was deter
mined to place Oldhnm and Liford on
trinl, all the members of the colony
belng present. They were convicted,
the eourt ordering them expelied from
the colony, both belng deported ultl
mately,

Oldhnm camo once agnin to the col
ony ond created a sevious breach of
the pones, whersupon "they commmitted
him till he was tamer, and then ap
pointed a guard of musketeers which
he was to pans through, and everyone
wis ordered to give him n thump on
ye birch, with ye butt end of bis mus
ket snd then was conveyed to yo wa-
terside, where n hont was ready to
corry him awany, Then they bid him
gow aud mende his maners”

HOW CANARIES lRE TRAINED

Frenoch Expert l:plllnl His Methed
of Teaching the Birde to Pro-
duce Bweet Notes

Parisians are so passioustely fond
of canaries that It I8 esthmnted there
wre 10000 of these birds In the
Clty of Light. Writing In the Wide
World magazine, Heurd Gallinrd, the
famons French canary tralner, glves
sowe lnteresting particalurs regarding
hin method of teaching his pets o
plog.

“The musieal tralning of my pupiis,”
he says, “is conducted with the ald of
8 bird whistle or & flageclet, A fort-
night after the young bird has learnsd
to feed Itself it Is put Into a solltury
enge, where, If It Is n male, It soon
begins to warble, The cage |s then
coversd with white mustln and its oc
cupant Is fed on cola seed and hroad
sonked In water. During the first
week of zolation | don't allow him to
hear the soug of any other bird, and
during the second week I play only &
few notes of medlum plich every
morning before his cage.. After this
1 ndvise covering the cage with very
thick green or red serge, thus keeplog
the bird in darkosss until it has
learned a few short musical plirnses.
How long does it take to train »
canary to sing properly? Well, that
all depends on the bird's aptitude, 1
should say the time veries from two
to six monthe”
